Thanks for getting back to us so promptly. Unfortunately we have been through the 
documents on the council's enactment of this ordinance, as well as spoken with the 
enforcement office, but we were hoping to have a further discussion on ways to seek

exemptions or variances from the ordinance, including a potential narrowing 
amendment introduced by council. After reading the ordinance it does not seem to be 
intended for our type of airport parking business but more for operations that use city 
streets/curbs to make money. In our specific situation, we currently drive a few valet 
cars across the street to another Drollinger garage for storage during busy times of 
the year. All monies are collected at the main facility and taxes are paid from that 
revenue. However as the ordinance is written because we drive across the public 
street the Valet Permit becomes applicable to us. In doing so this makes it impossible 
to use the remaining space across the street as there is no way to permit our entire 
valet team with the amount of turnover we have in our operations. We currently do 
have the Car Park Police permit which was not an easy process (6 months) and this 
ensures our taxes are paid properly. I believe this new valet permit is designed to 
identify operators on City Streets and curbs. If so maybe with an amendment or 
exemption this problem could be solved.

Hey Fred, 


I'm going to copy Brian Vandehey on this email both to introduce you, and so he can 
correct any misstatements I may or may not make (he can do that at his own risk). 


Brian Vandehey is the district manager for the Parking Spot. They are having a 
"technicality" issue with the new "valet" rules & regs in the City of LA and we're 
hoping you can help us navigate the issue. My understanding is that all Valets that 
"work on the streets of LA" need to get some kind of special permit or licensing to 
do this. All of our Valet's work inside our structure, with the exception that they park 
some overflow cars on the top of the structure behind our building, so they literally 
drive across the street and park there. Clearly this new "rule" was not intended for 
this transport and therefore they are hoping with your help and that of Mike's we 
could get some kind of legal variance for them. 


We would also like to learn more about when this was passed, when the city will 
start "cracking down" and who will be cited? Owner of Company, Valet etc. It really 
needs to be a question and answer session. Currently someone is preparing a list of 
"bullet points" that they want us to research and cover as we start working through 
the bureaucracy to see if we can navigate a "spirit of the law" solution. 


As soon as we have our information together and you've done your research, we 
can sit down. I'll let Brian pick the date, but I would like to sit in to learn.
